SHORTAGE OF TEACHERS 


If we go back ten or twelve years most of us will re- 
member that labor of all kinds was very plentiful and for 
every job that was available there were quite a number 
of applicants. were few exon ons to this and what 
few exceptions there were certainly did not include the: 
teaching profession, Every small country school requir- 
ing a teacher in tore had,the choive of inany ap- 
plicants while the town.schools could pick and choose at 
will. At the present time the situation has reversed itself. 


Bven though the large school divisions Imve boerrorgan— *~+ 
ized in the meantime, with no doubt a better,contact be, 


tween the teachers available and ‘the position’ “to Te 
filled, there ip @ real dearth of qualified school teachers. 


There is probably more than one causd, fhe wat with * 


its drain on both male and female personnel has in quite 
a number of cases disrupted the connection between a 
man or wo and his or her previous profession. Many 
of those teachers who left their positions to enlist in the’ 
sefvices. ha: Bit 5 te employment either more con- 
genial or fore lnerative: There was also during the war 
years quite a dropping off of the number of students en- 
tering normal school which is the last step before prac- 
tical teaching. Many of the,young, men who would ordin- 
arily have entered, normal were ai the course of service’ 
procedure “‘called up’’ with the result that any lans’ 
they may have had regarding entering the teaching pro- 
fession were through no decision of their’s, postponed 
for several years. But while no doubt no matter how 
lucrative the profession may have been, there would now 
be a shortage, one of the chief. reasons for a shortage of 
teachers is the none too high rate of pay. It is quite true 
that it is better than it has been in the past, but even yet 
compared to the amount received by other professions 


_. for their services, the teaching profession is under paid. 


To the general public here in Alberta, a school teacher 
is just another person, there is no or very little allowance 
made for the fact that to reach the status of a certified 


school teacher a person must be of more than average in- 


telligence. In the older countries much emphasis is plac- 
ed on the qualifications of the teaching profession both 
as regards academic standing and personal suitability 
for the work. Super education is not everything but it is 
a foundation. that must be there if one is to be a really 
successful teacher, but no amount of education will avail 
a ee he or she is temperamentally unsuited to the 
task. 


The epebing procession in the e@der countries could 


be descr ed as the cream of the educational crop. Where 
here it i8 thé nidst difiary hing for bodys and gifls to go’: 
a 


through high school and after a year at normal to emerge 
as teachers, in the,older countries out of hundreds of 
students only a relatively few are chosen, and these the 
‘most brilliant of the lot. But to counteract this difference, 
there is another difference, the average pay of a certified 
school teacher.is above that of the average pay of a 
journeyman tradesman, The result is that generally 
speaking the men and often the women also who enter the 


. profession make of it a lifetime endeavor. 


To advocate the immediate raising of the pay of every 
school teacher is not the purpose of this article. This 
would probably do as much harm as good, even though 
the average teacher certainly could. use the money. What 
we would like to see is the gradual (not. too gradual) 
raising of the standard of the teaching profession to a 
point where it would really mean something to obtain a 
certificate. If the idea that teachers’ salaries are now 
too low was accepted by the powers that be and _ espec- 
ially by the general public, the passing of time would 
almost do the rest, as first one division and then another 
division wo#td raise their scale. With the raising of the 
scale would come a greater number of applicants and 
then it would be the time to make a more careful sele¢- 
tion from those desiring to.enter the teaching profession, 

Economie conditions inthe futére may bring about a 
plentiful supply.of teachers just.as it hain the past, but 
until such time as the profession enjoys real prestige and 
an adequate salary scale to balance it, it will be lacking 
something whic}; for its permanent good it is in need.
